DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As presented in the previous action, claim 5 contained allowable subject matter. The 
Applicant has added new claims that incorporate this allowable subject matter into the 
independent claim. 

The prior art of record does not anticipate nor render obvious to one ordinary skilled in 

the art a lamp assembly and holder comprising various elements as claimed, more specifically, a 
lamp cap having a base portion of an insulating material and a substantially circular-cylindrical 
cup-shaped portion and a lamp holder with a cylindrical body of an insulating material arranged 
with clearance in the base portion of the lamp holder and a resilient means between the 
cylindrical body and a flange of the lamp holder, the cylindrical body engaging, under resilient 
pressure, the flange when the flange receives the cup-shaped portion. 

U.S. Patent 4,864,183 to Okana teaches in figure 1, a resilient means 29 that is used to 
create a tight seal between two connecting parts. Likewise, Coushaine teaches in figure 4 a 
resilient means 162 that is also used to create a tight seal between two connecting parts. 
However, there is no prima facie case of obviousness for placing the resilient means between an 
insulating cylindrical body and the flange of the lamp holder wherein the cylindrical body is 
arrange with clearance in the base portion of the lamp holder.
